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THERE was a slight improvement in the 
President’s condition yesterday. About 
noon he took some cooled beef extract in 
the natural way, after which he went to 
sleep. It was feared that on waking he 
would be troubled with nausea, but this 
was not the case. After the second 
nap, however, some of the symptoms of 
nausea were present, but the patient strug- 
led against them and the symptoms passed 
away. The physicians have decided not to 
adminster food in the natural way for 
some time to come. The pulse fell 
considerably during the day, and 
the physicians were somewhat more 
hopeful than they have been since the relapse. 
Mrs. Garfield bears up bravely, and her con- 
fidence in her husband’s recovery remains 
unshaken. The situation is still extremely 
critical, but there are grounds for hope. 
The physicians are at their posts, the patient 
is struggling manfully, and at 1 o’clock this 
morning his condition was considerably bet- 
ter than at the same time yesterday morning.

SECRETARY BLAINE, who was in Augusta 
when he first heard the news of the last un- 
favorable change in the President’s condi- 
tion, returned to Washington yesterday. He 
was at first greatly alarmed, but says that 
the patient’s condition is not so bad as he ex- 
pected. He admits that the situation is very 
grave, but hopes for the best. 


GEORGE NIRLSON, of New York, travel- 
ing agent for the Anchor Line of steamers, 
committed suicide at the Windsor House, 
Chicago, last night, by shooting into his 
mouth. Nielson had lost $100 at gambling, 
and, being unable to pay, became very much 
depressed, and, rather than meet the accusa- 
tion that he acted dishonorably, ended his 
life. 


Tue arrest of Wheelock, the runaway de- 
faulting bank clerk of New York, at South- 
ampton, England, yesterday was the result 
ofavery clever piece of detective work on 
the part of one Cosgrove, of New York. 
Wheelock is held by the English authorities 
on the charge of forgery. His extradition 
cannot take place until the President is able 
to sign the papers for that purpose. 

InDIAN-AGENT Hunt, at Anadarko, Ind. 
Ty., reports the discovery of extensive sil- 
ver mines near Fort Sill, within the limits of 
the Kiowa, Comanche, and Wichita Indian 
reservation. Adventurous miners have al- 
ready made their way to the scene of the dis- 
covery, much to the annoyance of the In- 
dians. Secretary Kirkwood has ordered 
troops to the place to protect the rights of 
the red men. 


Durine the quarter ending June 30, 1881, 
there were arrested in this city by the police 
force 8,244 persons, of whom 6,334 were males 
and 1,910-were females. During the same time 
$34,377 worth of property was stolen, and of 
this sum $21,036 worth was recovered. There 
was also recovered $12,084 worth of property 
the loss of which was not made known to 
the police.

It has now been six- 
teen hours since an attack of vomiting or 
retching, and his stomach is evidently more 
composed and stronger. The physicians 
intend, therefore, to administer a slight 
amount of food during the morning hours to 
try the powers of the organ. This will bea 
critical moment in the case, and it is un- 
necessary to say that the treatment adopted 
will be taken only after mature deliberation, 
and then with the greatest caution. The time 
and nature of the experiment will doubtless 
be discussed at 
THE MORNING CONSULTATION, 
which will be held nowin afew moments. 
Surgeon-General Barnes has already arrived. 
Dr. Hamilton will be present, and will then 
see the patient for the first time in several 
days, as it was not thought necessary to 
take him to the White House last night. 
The .doctors are evidently feeling more 
hopeful. Yesterday they could not 
but share the general depression in 
view of the ominous tendency of the symp- 
toms.

When the Pres- 
ident, therefore, said that he would try to 
like it and to keep it down, it indicated that 
he was determined th make an extreme ef- 
fort to conquer his apparently ruined stom- 
ach. A teaspoonful of cool infusion of beef 
tea, which had been very carefully prepared, 
was then given him bf the Doctor, and it was 
swallowed without difficulty by the Pres- 
ident. “The doctors,” said one of the num-

STEADY IMPROVEMENT.

He 
immediately reported to McGill, and that of- 
ficer, upon ta the cell, found Guiteau 
upon the bed in a partly recumbent position, 
resting on his left elbow. Suspecting that 
Guiteau had attempted to commit suicide, 
he entered the cell, and by the dim light of 
the gas In the opposit corridor saw 
A KNIFE CLENCHED IN THE ASSASIN’S HAND. 
Drawing his revolver, he leveled it at 
Guiteau and demandea the Knife. The re- 
volver was not cockeds and was drawn 
merely to intimidate. When the 
knife was first demanded the 
prisoner replied, ‘By God, I haven't any 
kifive.” Upon the reiteration of his com- 
mand the guard approached nearer and to 
the right of the prisoner. There was a space 
of about two feet between them, when Gui- 
teau sprang to his feet, and, making a spring 
forward, made a downward sweep with the 
knife, cutting the outer clothes of the guard.

It is used by them for shaving, and is the 


best ef steel. It is about five inches in 


length and a quarter of an inch in width. 
About three inches of this weapon were 
sharpened, and the rest was wrapped in pa- 
per and tied by twine so as to form a sub- 
stantial handle, and it is altogether a nasty 
weapon in the hands of a desperate criminal 
who has shown no more regard for life than 
a dog. The pistel which figures in 
the affray is a small latest pattern 
improved Smith & ‘Wesson — revolver, 
seven chambers, and 32calibre. There 
is no doubt but what, had Guiteau 
obtained it, he would have killed the guard. 
What his motive was cannot be imagined, 
unless it was in revenge for the command to 
yield up his knife. He is an extremely sensi- 


| tive man, and probably the rather harsh

that has been brought forward is, that he did 
it for revenge, as my father was engaged in 
making fun of him about a week ago. 
We should judge, however, that this 
‘assault was the maticious instinct of 
the brute. It was not an attempt 
to escape, for that would have been impos- 
sible, for the rest of the guards were in the 
rotunda, and an armed sentry was posted at 
the head of the corridor and within easy 
calling distance of the guard, had he chose 
tocall. Confident that he could overcome 
the assasin, he did not call, but fought it 
out alone. Had it not been for the accidental 
shooting of the pistol the country might 
have been freed from trying this double- 


dyed scamp. After the affray Guiteau spoke 


of it as 
‘A&A PREPARED PLAN TO KILL HIM, 

forgetting the fact that he made the first hos- 
til assault. He appeared perfectly cool and 
collected when he was disarmed, but the 
gleam of his eyes boded do good to any who 
were concerned in it should he have the op- 
portunity of doing harm. During the tussle 
he made no cry, and his whole object seemed 
to be only to take the life of the one who had 
him in custody, for he attributes all his suf- 
ferings to those in whose charge he is. He 
obtains information as to the dying condi- 
tion of the President when the prisoners 
empty their tubs at 6 o’clock at night. 


‘| About 9 he quesuoned one of the officers as 


to Gartield’s condition, but could not elicit 
any information. When it was found out 
that the President was dying he was ques- 
tioned and asked if he felt any contrition for 
his act, but responded that ‘it was 
ALL IN THE HANDS OF THE LORD.’ 

For the first few weeks of his imprison- 
ment he expressed himself as sorry that the 
President suffered, and wished he had put 


of hoping the President dead, and ou Sunday 
wrote and directed a letter to ‘President Ar- 
— He eagerly questions each one who 
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made toward 1 the assasin, and will 
be kept on duty until the crisis ig past. The 
rest of the prisoners at the jail despise Gui- 
teau too much to have the. knife or 
‘cheeser” to him, and it is probable that it 
had been concealed in the mattress by the 
last occupant. His shoes were examined, 
atid it was found that he had not removed 
the shank from either of them. They were 
taken away, and he will. be compelled 
to go barefooted or wear the brogans 
furnished by the Government. Extra pre- 
cautions will be taken hereafter to prevent a 
repetition of this escapade or an attempt at 
suicide, The question of two indictments 
against Guiteau is again being agitated, as 
this assault is proposed to be made the sub- 
ject of the second indictment in case two 
cannot be brought against him for the at- 
tempted assasination of the President.” 

This is the statement as furnished by the 
son of Mr. McGill. 

WARDEN CROCKER’S STORY. 

‘The following particulars of Guiteau’s as- 
sault on Mr. MoGill are furnished by Warden 
Crocker: This morning at 4:50 o’clock the 
guard who walks the corridor which passes 
Guiteau’s cell noticed the prisoner standing 
on the window-sill, as if examining the base. 
He was acting in a very peculiar and suspi- 
cious manner. The guard, Mr. MeGill, 
called him, and asked what he was doing. 
Not receiving a reply, he unlocked the cell 
door, and instantly Guiteau sprang from the 
Window and clinched the guard. During 
the scuffle MeGill’s pistol was discharged, it 
is thought accidentally, The report greatly 


. alarmed the other prisoners, and the guards 


on duty rushed to Guiteau’s cell. Guitean 
was soon averpowered by McGill and the 
other guard (Jones), and. after being searched 
to see if he had a weapon of any description 
concealed on his person, the guards left him, 
locking the doors. It is said that 
THE GUARD HAD HIS COAT CUT 
in several places around the neck, and it was 
thought to have been done with the steel 
taken from the prisoner’s shoes. He says he 
can hardly think Guiteau’s intent was 
suicide, as he has been apparently in 
good humor the past few days; buf he said 
last night he acted rather strangely, and 
seemed a little nervous, as he thinks, from 
seeing the increased guards from his win- 
dow. His object, he feels confident, was not 
to eseape, but thinks it probable he became 
restless during the night and went to the 
window to look around, and when he saw 
the guard coming in his cell in that uncere- 
monious way he became offended and at- 
tacked him. The ball ef the pistol when dis- 
charged passed between the bars of the cell 
doors and lodged in the opposit wall across 
the corridor.” 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The following is another explanation of 
Guiteau's attempt to assasinate a jail guard: 
This morning at 4:30, while Mr. McGill, one 
of the guards at the jail, was ing through 
the corridors, something in the appeaaance 
of Guitean’s cell attracted his’ attention. 
Entering the cell, he foune the assasin in 
possession of a knife. How he obtained it 
is a mystery. When be demanded the knife 
Guiteau refused lo surrender it. Mr. MeGill 
drew his pistol, and then an en- 
citing tussie ensued, Guiteau mak- 
ing every exertion to get the pistol 
from the guard. He succeeded after a strug- 
gle, but Mr. McGill, after the most strenuous 
exertion, regained possession of it. In the 
scuffie that followed the weapon was dis- 
charged, and the report brought other guards 
to the assistance of Mr. McGill, and Guiteau 
was finally disarmed. He had succeeded, 
however, in cutting Mr. McGill’s clothing 
pretty bad, and came very near inflicting a 
dangerous wound, Guiteau pretended to be 
crazy, and complained that his pistol had 
been taken from him. 

A SISTER'S MISSIVE. 

To-day for the first time Warden Orecker 
has received a communication from one who 
appears to manifest an interest in Guiteau. 
This was a postal from his sister in Chicago, 
Mrs. F. M. Scoville, whose husband came on 
here some time ago. She stated that she 
wrote to inquire how her poor demented 
brother, who had caused our beloved Presi- 
dent so much suffering, was getting along. 
As the papers had ceased to speak of him, 
and as she could not come on, she desired to 
be kept informed as to his health. This 
postal was shown Guiteau this evening by 
Gen. Crocker, more to see if it was genuine 
than anything else, as the Warden thought 
it was probably a schemg of some enterpris- 
ing: person who wishef to get at his condi- 
tion for )ublicat uiteau said it was 
genuine, and expressed hinwelf as being 

GLAD TO HEAR FROM HIS SISTER, 
and said: Inform her that I am well and 
am praying daily for the recovery of the 
President, and 1 regret my deed. Don't let 
her know of the occurrence o@this morning, 
as that is past and of no consequence.“ 

The Warden says Guiteau has been some- 
what nervous since the skirmish with the 
guard this morning, but that toward night 
he became more composed and ate a hearty 
supper, calling for his second bowl or milk 
at 7 o’clock, and when the Warden left him 
at 8 o’clock he said he felt like having a good 
night’s sleep. He has given no satisfactory 
explanation of his conduct, further than that 
he thought the guard was an intruder, and 
had come into his cell for an improper pur- 
pose, as he said he had not seen him before. 
In answer to an inquiry as to 

WHAT HE WAS DOING AT THE WINDOW, 
he said he could not sleep, and was looking 
around to pass the time. The Warden, how- 
ever, thinks his object in thus examining 
the tops of the bars of the window was for 
the purpose of hanging himself, and the 
nervous manner in which he acted yesterday 
and last night partially confirms this belief. 
Yet he is inclined to believe he is too much 
of a coward to take his life by his own hand. 
His explanation of the presence of the 
“cheeser’’ is that he picked it up in his cell, 
and has been using it for various purposes 
for several days, and thatit had been con- 
cealed in the bedclotnes. 

ALLEGED MISREPRESENT ATIONS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WaAsnHiIneton, D. C., Aug. 17.—It is evi- 
dent now that the Warden of the jail here 
not only concealed facts, but misrepresented 
them, about the assault of Guiteau on a 
guard this morning. The only motive for 
this misrepresentation that can be conceived 
is that the Warden wanted to protect himself 
and assistants from the appearance of having 
been relax with Guiteau in having permitted 
him to get possession of a deadly weapon. 
Warden Crocker was interviewed about the 
affair, and made the following statement: 

“There is not much to it,” he said. 
** About half-past 4 o’clock this morning, as 
the guard was passing Guiteau’s cell he saw 
Guiteau at the window and asked him what 
he was doing there. Guiteau did not give 
him any satisfactory answer. The guard 
went into the cell to see what was up. 

GUITEAU TURNED UPON HIM 
and clinched with him, and in the struggle 
the guard’s pistol was discharged. The ball 
went out of the door and struck the dead 
wall opposit. There was nobody hurt.“ 

“Did not Guiteau cut the guard?” 

“He did not. Neither the guard nor 
Guiteau was hurt. Why, Guiteau did not 
have anything to cut him with.“ 

„Was there no shoe-shank in the cell?“

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“The assault, then, was made by Gui- 
teau ?”’

„Has Guitean been at all morose or 
silent ?” inquired the reporter. 

No, there has been no manifestation or 
appearance of moroseness.

Do you think he knew anything about 
the President's condition?“ 

“He had no news from the President at 
all, so far as we know. He may have im- 
agined that the President was worse, but he 
had no actual knowledge of the President’s 


condition. 


** Does Gulteau say anything about the 
assault ?’’ 

No. I went into his cell before I left the 
jail last night and had a conversation with 
him, That was about 7 p’clock, He was 
somewhat excited, perhaps, but expressed 
himself as feeling very well. 
quiet down, get into bed, and go to sleep. 
He said he felt as well as he ever did in his 
life. I noticed, as I have stat€d, that he was 

A LITTLE EXCITED. 
His conduct was a little unusual.” 

„How is he now?“ inquired the reporter. 

“He is calm and quiet this morning, and 
says that he did not intend to hurt the 
guard.“ 

Has he made no explanation whatever?“ 

No, he has said nothing. I think he was 
offended because tne guard entered his cell 
so abruptty. 1 do not think he was trying 
to injure himself or get out of bis cell. There 
was no weapon of any kind or description 


found. He would make no attempt to 


escape,” added the Warden; It would be 
just as futile as an attempt to jump-over the 
moon. He has no means with which to at- 
tem pt to escape.“ 

„Have any more rigorous measures been 
taken since this attempt?” 

»The guards look after him constantly, 
bnt no more constantly than before, to pre- 
vent him from injuring himself.” 

»The only way he could injure himself.“ 
said Capt. Vernon, who was standing by, 
“would be by hanging himself, tearing up 
his bed clothing for a halter.” 

He has not torn blanket, or clothing, 
or anything,” said Warden: He is con- 
stantly under the eye of the guards. I sup- 
pose : 

HIS NEBVOUS CONDITION 
might have made him a little restless, and 
when the guard ‘went to see him I suppose 
Guiteau thought it an intrusion and clinched 
with him. He imagined the guard had no 
business there, perhaps.“ 

Then,“ said the reporter, “there is noth- 
ing in shoe-shank story?“ 

When he came to the jail he had a pair 
of shoes like these, said the Warden, point- 
ing to his own. They were taken from 
him, and we gave hima pair of jail-shoes, 
which have no shanks.” 

Did he say nothing tothe guard? Did 
he not swear at him or something? 

He said nothing. He never does curse, 
and has never been known to use a profane 
word.” 

In the face of this positive denial, McGill, 
the guard who was assaulted, says he went 
to Guiteau’s cell and noticed that he was ap- 
parently paring his nails. McGill, thinking 
that he might have made some preparations to 
hang himself, went in and asked, What 
have you been doing ?” 8 

Guiteau replied, Nothing, nothing.“ 

Noticing the knife, be asked what he was 
doing with it. 

lie replied, So help me God, I have none.“ 

MoGill men said, Drop it!” in a com- 
manding tone, when Guitean jumped up and 
made a cut, but fortunately McGill threw 
his head back, and

Guiteau was as nimble as a cat. MeGill 
pulled his revolver out, but did not cock it. 
Guiteau then tussied for its possession, ex- 
claiming, *“* Don’t shoot me!’ McGill then 
cocked the pistol, and he said, “Give me my 
pistol,” and finally t hold of it, 
but not till it went o The pistol 
was not then cocked, and he succeeded 
in keeping Guiteau from firing it. 
Guards Dalton and Jones by this time 
appeared, and Guiteau was secured. They 
then searched for the knife, and, seeing 
something under his foot, picked itup. It 
was what is technically known in jail par- 
lance as a “cheeser,” made of the steel 
shank of a shoe, five or six inches long, 
ground down to a good edge, with paper and 
twine wrapped around one end as a handle. 
Another one of the guards states positively 
that Guiteau had a knife, and tried to cut 
McGill. Meantime Guiteau remains in his 
prison cell. So far as is known, he is igno- 
rant of the condition of the President. He 
occupies the cell in which he was first placed, 
which is so situated that whenever he comes 
to the window he is seen by one or more of 
the jail officers and bya soldier stationed 
about fifteen feet from it. Whenever the 
prisoner goes to the door he is seen 
by the officer in charge of the gate, also by a 
soldier stationed near it, and by other officers 
in the direct line of vision. He is so situated, 
however, that he may be out of sight of those 
outside that wing, but the rules of the jail 
require frequent inspection by the officers. 
There are but short periods of time when he 
is not seen by some of the officers. Ile isnot 
improving in looks, however, and is said by 
the few people who have seen him lately to 
have the cut of a pirate; his unprepossessing 
looks, aided by his style of dress, black pants, 
with a colored woolen undershirt, helping to 
give hinr the look of a desperado. In conver- 
sation, however, his voice is rather soft and 
low, and his words are well chosen. 


AT NEW YORK. 
A NEWSPAPER SUGGESTION. 

New York, Aug. 17.—The Brooklyn Eagle, 
in an editorial on the the gloomy news from 
Washington about Garfield, says: Singe 
the difficulty is now to find some food that 
will assimilate without troubling the stomach, 
and since even koumiss or fermented . milk 
has been unsuccessfully tried, there seems 
to be but one resource left, and that is to 
follow Nature in its earliest and most radical 
treatment. The very incarnation of weak- 
ness isa newly-born babe as he comes into 
the world. He is equipped merely with the 
faintest suggestion of forces of the man; his 
digestive powers are at their weakest at that 
moment. Nature has prepared for him at 
once a supply of most nutritious and most 
easily assimilated food. Why should not 
this same diet be prescribed for a patient 
almost in the condition of a child? It has 
been tried as a dernier resort. The patient 
need not know from what source his nutri- 
ment came, and it would be essential he did 
not know. This suggestion has possibly 
occurred to the doctors, but in the possible 
event of its not having been thought of the 
Eagle makes it in the hope that it may be 
the chance to save the President’s life.”

THE WEARY HOURS OF WAITING. 

Early yesterday morning the crowds began 
to gather in front of the windows of Tux 
TRIBUNE office, and the arrival of the morn- 
ing bulletin from the White House was 
eagerly watched for. Mach speculation as 
to the President’s condition was indulged in. 
When the 8:30 bulletin was posted its en- 
couraging tone was a great relief to the knots 
of anxious watchers, and many ef them hur- 
ried off to spread the comparatively good 
news. Merchants their way to their 
places of business stopped and read the news, 
and then hurried on with a lighter step to 
the duties of the day. At no time during the 
day did the crowd disperse, and there 
were always a numder of persons 
waiting for tidings grouped in front 
of the bulletins. What was particularly 
noticeable in the make-up of the crowd was 
the presence of the gentler sex. Richly 
dressed ladies pushed their way through. the 
throng and eagerly scanned the latest bul- 
letins, unmindful of rumpied finery, and 
plainly dressed matrons with children tug- 
ging at their skirts edged their way in to see 
how the condition of the Executive was, ac- 
cording to the latest advices, Every one was 
interested, and the encouraging bulletins 
were received with evidences of pleasure by 
the assembled crowd.

The 
entire product in 1860 was 12,717,198 bushels;

In 1860 the State of New 
York furnished 7,521,385 bushels, or 
59 per cent of the entire pre 
duction, while Michigan furnished but 
2 per cent.

CHIEFS AT WASHINGTON. _ 

WASBINGTON, D. C., Aug. 17.—The dele- 
gation of nineteen Indian Chiefs from the 
Sioux, Ponca, and Winnebago tribes, called 
to Washington by the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, held a conference with Secretary and 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs at the Inte- 
rior Department to-day. The conference 
was called with a view to settling some dis- 
puted questions of boundary rights on their 
respective reservations. After the delegates 
had assembled, Secretary Kirkwood spoke 
to them through interpreters as follows: 
“Thirteen years ago the President sent 
Commissioners to make a treaty with the 
Sioux. The treaty was made, and by that 
treaty the land that had been given to the 
Poncas was given to the Sioux. The 
land of the Poncas being taken from 
them and given to the Sioux, the 
Pencas had no land left to live upon. Four 
years ago the Poncas were removed from 
Dakota to the Indian Territory, and a ma- 
ority of them are there now. Part of the 
oncas were not willing to live in the Indian 
Territory, and with S -Bear left there, 
and are now near their old reservation in 
Dakota.

THE PRESIDENT. 

The President's life trembles in the bal- 
ance. The healing process in the wound is 
progressing favorably, but the shock of the 
murderous blow and the numerous crises 
through which the patient has passed have 
reduced his awe almost to the point of 
collapse. The frequent pulse, unaccompa- 
nied by a high temperature, shows great 
weakness, and the stomachic complication is 
interposed as an obstacle to the nourishment 
essential to recuperation. There is no rea- 
son to doubt that the wound has been treated 
with the greatest possible skill. Indeed, the 
President is on the very verge of convales- 
cence, but, alas! he is also at the very door 
of death. He is at the fork of the roads: 
one road leads to recovery, to health and 
life; the other to the portals of the tomb. 
The once strong man is weak, and weary, and 
helpless. In his veins the tide of life is at its 
lowest ebb. The man whose whole life has 
been a giant-like struggle, and always a 
struggle of triumph, is no longer able to lift 
his hanck in protest against the threatening, 
cruel fete. Throughout the long strug- 
cle in the sick chamber the patience 
and the fortitude of the President 
have constituted prime factors in the prob- 
lem of recovery. In every critical emer- 
gency, in every dangerous crisis, the illus- 
trious sufferer has been calm, hopeful, 
courageous. He has not shrunk from the 
knife; he has even inspired the surgeons to 
use it with rare skill. When the nurses and 
watchers have almost despaired, he has 
stimulated anew, in their fainting hearts, the 
sentiment of hopeful confidence. But now 
the helm drops from the sick man’s nerveless 
grasp; the ship floata on the margin of the 
troubled waters near the verge of the mael- 
strom of death. Only the surgeons, and the 
nurses, and the watchers, with the help of 
God, can bring the ship back to the haven of 
health. In the hands of these agencies are 
the issues of life and death. 

For six long and weary weeks the people— 
fifty million men, women, and children— 
have waited and watched, now overwhelmed 
by gloom and now transported with ardent 
hope. They have prayed tor the President’s 
recovery with the fervor of patriots and the 
piety of Christians. In their deep solicitude 
they have shown a tenderness - like that of 
the mother for her suffering child. They 
have become impatient with the surgeons 
and reproached the nurses. And durmg 
this long vigil they have so dwelt upon the 
noble traits in the President's character that 
they have at last come to love him not mere- 
ly as a public man, but as a dear friend, 
whose death would plunge their hearts in 
profound grief. They are full of tender pity 
for the man who wrought his way se val- 
iantly from poverty ana obscurity up, up to 
world-wide fame, only to be stricken when 
at the very apex of glory by the blow of an 
assasin! And then, for a moment, they are 
convulsed with rage, murderous rage, 
against the wretch Guiteau. But this feel- 
ing is soon hushed, as if it were a desecra- 
tion to associate with the name of the illus- 
trious sufferer that of his would-be assasin.

The 
heart of the Nation is indeed in the 
President’s chamber, and there it will wait, 
and watch, and hope until hope shall have 
been fortified by convalescence or destroyed 
by the shadow of death.

DO WE NEED A NAVY? 

There is no doubt about the practical in- 
efficiency of the United States navy. It con- 
sists in the main of obsolete sailing craft 
which would be of no use in actual service, 
and the only purpose it serves is to maintain 
a large line of officers, numerous enough to 
man all the available ships of war. Au idea 
prevails that the American navy should be 
enlarged and improved. The opportunity 
for improvement is certainly obvious, but it 
is a serious question whether there is any 
warrant for enlargement. The expenditires 
for the naval establishment of this country 
are now more than fifteen millions per year, 
or nearly twice as much as it costs Italy to 
maintain a superior naval force. A better 
policy would be to reduce the navy, sell off 
or give away the worn-out material, curtail 
expenses, and concentrate effort.and money 
solely upon the improved appliances of naval 
warfare adapted to possible necessities. 

The pressure for an enlarged navy comes 
in part from sentiment and in part from 
self-interest. Mr. Roach would like an emer- 
gency navy” provided for by subsidizing

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The reason why the United States Govern- 
ment has not “ profited” by the recent ad- 
vancements in the science of naval warfare 
is because there has been no oecasion for it. 
The United States does not want a large 
navy any more than it wants a large stand- 
ing army. We need only the nucleus of 
both. We have ample resources for provid- 
ing an adequate naval establishment when- 
ever it shall become necessary. We have 
the men, the inventive genius, and the fur- 
naces and foundries to turn out the necessary 
equipment at short notice. Meanwhile, the 
only desirable preparation is a proper coast 
defense, sufficient experiments in torpedoes 
and big guns to keep up with the times, and a 
naval establishment which shall educate and 
maintain a sufficient number of officers to 
direct naval operations in time of war. Be- 
yond. this, all expenditures for a navy will 
be money thrown away upon a new accumu- 
lation of material that may be obsolete when 
the time shall come for using it. 

It must always be kept in mind that no 
emergency is likely to arise which shall 
prompt the American people to wage war 
upon foreign territory. The United States 
will always be able to extend its jurisdiction 
over all contiguous territory on this canti- 
nent without incurring a foreign war. 
Acquisition of territory in any other part of 
the world is inconsistent with the mission of 
our Government. The Americans will never 
need a fleet in the British Channel or the 
Baltic, or the Mediterranean. They will 
never want to bombard Liverpool. or Cork, 
or Havre, or Marseilles,or to undertake the de- 
struction of any foreign city. Hence we want 
no great battering-rams for use on the high 
seas. The first and most important naval 
need in this country is for defense. Big 
guns and torpedoes are the most necessary 
appliances. The chief requisit for aggress- 
ive warfare on the ocean is a fleet of inde- 
pendent and swift vessels to prey upon for- 
eign commerce,—ships thät can overtake 
merchant vessels and run away trom the 
ponderous men-of-war. The time to pro- 
vide the most approved ships of this deserip- 
tion will be when they shall be actually 
needed. Adequate coast defenses and suffi- 
cient ships-of-war to maintain the nucleus 
of a naval establishment are all that the 
country needs in time of peace. Any prop- 
osition to raise and maintain a large standing 
army in this country would be received with 


derision; but it is equally foolish to talk of 


building up a great navy. 


WHAT THE IRISH LAND BILL WILL DO. 

Before the close of the present week, the 
Irish Land bill, over which the British Par- 
liament has been wrangling since last spring, 
will become a law. The agitation on this 
subject has been so intense, and the interest 
therein has been so great even in this coun- 
tty, that it is opportune to point out the 
leading particulars of what has been accom- 
plished by the bill. 

At the time this bill was proposed, all the 
holders of land in Ireland outside of the 
Province of Ulster, and a large proportion of 
those in Ulster, held their farms, whether 
of hive acres or of 500 acres, under a tenancy 
of one year, or practically at the will of the 
landlord. In the Province of Ulster there 
had been for 200 years or more, under an 
old grant, a regulation known as the 
Ulster custom,” under which the tenants 
had long leases, and when the lease was ter- 
minated, by expiration or otherwise, the ten- 
ant was entitled to compensation for the im- 
provements placed by him on the land. This 
custom was not recognized outside of Ulster, 
and hence the tenants in the rest of Ireland 
were not allowed to remove, nor were they 
entitled to make any claim for, any improve- 
ments made by them. All the improvements 
they put on the land were confiscated by the 
Lords. The leases being from year to year, 
the tenants were compelled to pay whatever 
rent the agents of the Lords demanded of 
them, or be evicted and lose their all. Thus 
they lived at the mercy of the Lord and from 
hand to mouth all their lives: 

One result of this horrid system has been 
that outside of the Proyince of Ulster there 
have been no improvements, and these people 


have lived for generation after generation not 


daring to build houses or barns or make any 


‘improvement lest they would be deprived of 


them by eviction, or have their rent raised in 
consequence of the value of the improve- 
ment. 

In 1870 Mr. Gladstone moved a Land bill. 
which, among other things, proposed to ex- 
tend the Ulster custom to all parts of Ire- 
land. When this bill was on Its passage 
Lord Cairns moved what he said was merely 
a verbal amendment,—that of making the 
word *custom” read “customs,”—and it 
was unwittingly accepted. A elause was 
also inserted by the Lords that tenants and 
landlords might contract or agree on 
terms outside of the law. The effect of these 
amendments was fatal to theact. The Courts 
declared that they could recognize no plural 
Ulster customs,“ though the Ulster cus- 


tom was something known and recognized 


by law. This had tne effect of destroying 
that part of the bill, while the contract“ 
provision enabled the landlords to make the 
tenants waive, even in Ulster, the right to 
compensation for improvements. As fast as 
the outstanding leases expired new ones 
were refused except on a contract divesting 
the tenants of all they had previously en- 
joyed, and confiscating their property. 
Under Gladstone’s bill just passed it has 
been enacted: (1) That all leases and rent- 
ings shall be for aterm of not less than fif- 
teen years, during which the rents shall not 
be increased. (2) That the tenants, present 
and futare, shall be allowed to improve their 
farms a3 much as they please, and that upon 
the expiration of the lease, if they leave the 
land, they shall be entitled to compensation 
for such improvements. (3) That the tenants 
shall have,a vested right of property in the 
lease and in all the improvements they shail 
make; that they may sell or devise the same; 
and thatin renewing their leases the exist- 
ence or value of these improvements shall 
not be computed in fixing the future rental 
value of the land, (4) That the landlords 
shall not be permitted to demand any more 
than a fair and reasonable rent,” and when 
the owner and tenant fail to agree upon 
what is a just and reasonable rent 
the’ matter shall be determined by a 
special Land Court created for the 
purpose of determining such; contro- 
versies. (5) The law is made imperative. 
and none of its terms or pro Ss can be 
evaded, or set aside, or defeated by contract, 
If a tenant should be wheedied or bulldozed 
into signing away any of his rights underthe 
law he can repudiate such contract and claim 
under the Land law. The law further pro- 
vides legal tacitities for a transfer by pur- 
chase of the land to the teriants as propri 
tors. It provides for a valuation, and any

sum of the disestablished Irish Church fund 
for this purpose. | 

The Irish peasantry are. now, by this bill, 
for the first time in 200 years, given absolute 
security in the possession of their land. They 
have, in the first place, a security and pro- 
tection that the rents shall be fair and reason- 
able; they have also, for the first time, a 
fixity of tenurg by which they are secured 
possession for fifteen years; and next, they 
are given 4 right of property, of which they 
cannot be divested, in all that they may ex- 
pend for their own comfort and convenience 


These rights of property, including that of 
their leases, they can sell at pleasure, and in 
case of their deaths the right descends to 
their representatives. These are substantial 
privileges and rights to which the Irish peo- 
ple have been strangers for many centuries. 
The “three Fs”—fair rent, fixity of tenure, 
and full compensation for the fruits of their 
own labor—have been granted and secured 
by this bill. 

With the whole land of the country placed 
by law in the possession of the cultivators 
for fifteen years, there is no reason why 
there should not be an immediate and rapid 
improvement in the condition of the people. 
For centuries Ireland has been compelled to 
au appearance of poverty far exceeding. the 
reality. An Irish Presbyterian clergyman in 
Ulster declared that when the agent visited 
the farms of his people the latter were accus- 
tomed te gather up the chickens and ducks 
and hide them out of sight, fearful lest their 
existence on the land would serve as an ex- 
cuse for an increase of the rent. Thereis no 
longer an exeuse for the mud cabins; the 
tenants of Ireland may now, for the first time 
in centuries, erect habitations fit for human 
beings without fear of having them confis- 
cated at the pleasure of the landlord. They 
can now plow deep, may now ditch and 
fence, and may produce from the land all that 
skill and industry can accomplish without 
fear of having their rents raised in conse- 
quence. All pretense or apology for play- 
ing poverty, and for squalidness, idleness, 
and careless farming is removed. They are 
now placed in possession of the land, and 
cannot be disturbed, and all that they pro- 
duce above a fair rent is their own abso- 
lutely. P 

The new Land bill even goes further than 
this. There is an immense amount of 
waste land—bog, marsh, and mountain—in 
Ireland now wholly uncultivated, and of 
course unproductive. The Gevernment of- 
fers the means to purchase and reclaim all 
this, thereby giving homes to these now 
landless people, who can thus on liberal 
terms have the means of support and of con- 
tributing to the general weaith of the coun- 
try. 

The landowners of Ireland are mainly 
non-residents. Ireland has been to them a 
sort of mine which they have worked un- 
sparingly. Its great value to them has been 
in the life-blood of the occupants. This cruel 
despotism has been destroyed, and it is now 
more than likely that many of them will find 
it more profitable to convert their property 
into money than to hold it without the power 
of extertion. Fifteen years of secure posses- 
sion, with even ordinary thrift and industry, 
ought to enalitg the great body of the Irish 
peasantry to ome, with the liberal aid of 
the Government, owners and proprietors of 
the land on which for centuries their an- 
cestors have labored as slaves or perished 
from famine. 

SUNFLOWERS AND ESIHETES. 

The sunflower has at last its opportunity. 
The esthete has utilized it in the interest of 
cult, and, from being the hometiest and awk- 
wardest of back-yard bloomers, it has sud- 
denly become quite too awfully utter, and 
blossoms in all its jaundiced blazonry upon 
the waistbands of long-limbed and scantily 
draperied damosels. Hitherto this seedy 
monstrosity, in elose companionship with tts 
next of kin, the hollyhock, has adorned 
rural front yards and hung round barns, 
and in cities has been a conspicuous object 
in back yards, its cultivation being usually 
confineq to localities where frowsy women, 
dirty ildren, hens, ducks, and goats 
abound. Old grannies from time immemo 
rial have pretended to brew curing remedies 
from its multitudinous seeds; but, beyond 
this suspicious virtue, it has never been 
considered in the floral kingdom as any- 
thing but a gaunt, ungainly stalk, bear- 
ing the coarsest and most vulgar of 
flowers, and its associations have always 
been with the dirtiest and most squalid sur- 
roundings. Suddenly the piebeian blossom 
appears in the florists’ windows by the side 
of gorgeous jacqueminots, delicate Llifies, 
and sweet-scented tuberoses and heliotropes, 
and all of them pale before the vulgar blaze 
of its petals and shrink back from its grin- 
ning rows of seeds, looking like teeth set in 
a wide-open mouth. It adorns house decora- 
tions in some hideously conventional form. 
It is emblazoned upon programs, usually in 
company with that other monstrosity, the 
Stork, posed on one leg upon the top of it. 
Sometimes it appears on a vine, end again 
upon a tree, which looks as if it were suffer- 
ing from an application of huge mustard plas- 
ters. At last the female esthete has seized 
upon it and stuck it for a nosegay upon her 
spindle waist, with such utter disregard of 
proportions 
awfully utter osels is that of a sunflower 
coming up the street with a woman attached 
to it some where. 

The sunflower has become the emblem of 
the esthete. And what is an esthete? The 
male esthete is a dawdler who poses and

THE ENGLISH HOUSE OF LORDS WEAK- 
ED.

The sudden and complete surrender of 
the House of Lerds to the dictum of the 
Commons in the case of the Irish Land bill 
is possibly significant of the ultimate disso- 
lution of the former bodb. At all events, it 
indicates that the privileged class in England, 
the successors to the old feudal Barons, and 
the men who would like to perpetuate the 
feudal land-system, have become alarmed at 
the threatened loss of their privileges. ‘The 
Lords would not have receded from their 
proposed emasculation of Gladstone’s Land 
bili if they had dared to hold their ground. 
The bili contains the germs of reform that 
probably will extend to England and Scot- 
land, and widen out fnto something like popu- 
larownershipof land. The natural inelination 
of the landed aristocracy was to resist it to 
the very last. The Lords started out to do 


this. They were very bold at the first, under 


the leadership of Salisbury, Argyll, and- 
Lonsdowne, and declared their purpose not to 
agree to the bill without amendments, which 
would have defeated its purpose and taken 
all of the good out of it. But they came to 
a sudden halt. They scented publie indig- 
nation, and discerned danger ahead, and then 
weakened. Meetings were organized every- 
where to denounce their action. The news- 
papers warned them that they might precipi- 
tate the very destruction of the Upper House 
of Parliament. They accepted the bitter 
terms of the bill under compulsion, for they 


did not dare to press their opposition toa 


point which might imperil their hereditary 
privileges. 

This surrender of the Lords is a sign that 
the will of the people, as represented by the 
Commons, can never again be obstructed by 
the landlord clique. Probably the same is 
true of every ‘constitutional Government 
in Europe. It is only in the Ameri- 
can Congress that the Senate has co- 
ordinate power with the popular House. 
The reason of the difference in this 
respect may be found in the radical dif- 
ference bet ween the character and origin of 
the American Senate and the character and 
origin of the Upper House in the European 
Governments. With us the Senate derives 
its power, like the House, though more ip- 
directly, from the people. Senators are 
elected by the State Legislatures, which are 
chosen by the people. In the constitutional 
Governments of Europe, even including to a 
certain extent the Republic of France, the 
Upper House is made up in whole or in part 
without reference to a representation of the 
people. Men are members of the Upper 
House, as in Great Britain, because they en- 
joy titles inherited by birth or conferred by 
the Crown, or they are appointed, or they 
hold for life, or in some other manner are re- 
moved from any direct responsibility to the 
people. They have noconstituencies to which 
they are answerable. Whenever such a 


body of men undertakes a policy of stubborn 


obstruction of legislation demanded by the 
people, a serious conflict between the people 
and the privileged class is the inevitable re- 
sult. The British House of Lords has just 
confessed that it fears the consequences of 
such a conflict, and in doing this it has virtu- 
ally surrendered all future control over leg- 
islation of a popular character. In the 
American Congress the Senate, within the 
terms of the Constitution, has equal power 


with the House of Representatives, and- 


maintains its rights by reason of a common 
origin. Like the House, it is a changeable 
body, and the people, in course of time and 
under the law governing the term and elee- 
tion of Senators, can control the Senate as 
well as the House. In England the House of 
Lords must either yield or be overthrown. 
— 
PROGRESS OF EDUCATION IN THE SOUTH. 
Gen. John Eaton, the Commissioner of 
Education, who has just returned from a 
visit to the South, where he has been attend- 
ing the National Educational Convention re- 
cently held in Atlanta, Ga, has furnished 
the New York Herald with a brief summary 
of his observations in Georgia, Tennessee, 
and North Carolina. Asitis the first time, 
we believe, that a general educational gath- 
ering has been held in the South since the 
War, it is cheerihg to know that it was 
largely attended, and that the people of 
Atlanta took a warm interest in its proceed- 
ings. Members from thirty States were in 
attendance, and the local representation was 
considerable. The Governor of the State 
cordially welcomed the Convention, Alexan- 
der Stephens sent his greetings, and Senator 
Brown and Mr. Kimball, the President 
of the International Cotton Exposition, took 
part in the sessions, The local press 
gave great space to its proceedings, and the 
most prominent people in the city attended 
them. The members of the Legislature ex- 
tended the courtesy of their respective 
Houses, and requested the President of the 
Association to deliver an educational address 
in the hall of the Hause of Representatives, 
which they attended ina body. ‘The hospi- 
tality of the citizens was freely accorded, 
and the sessions closed with a grand banquet, 
at which there was a free interchange of 
opinions and an eg desire upon the part 
of the people expressed to do everything in 
their power to further the interests of edu- 
cation in the South. It was intimated that 
the Legislature before adjourning would ap- 
propriate $1,000,000 for the annual ex- 
penditure for schools, which, of course, 
will be in addition to the regular school rev- 
enues, and $20,000 to aid in rebuilding the 
Northern Georgia Agricultural College, and 
as the statutes of Georgia, like those ot all 


the Southern States except Kentucky and | 


Delaware, which still have all the old Bour- 
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flattering prospects for education in the State, 
for, with a healthy progress of education, all 
other materia! interests will keép even pace, 
and her social and political condition must be 
correspondingly improved. 

Gen. Eaton’s observations were not con- 
fined to Atlanta. On his way back to Wash- 
ington he visited other points, both in 
Tennessee and South Caroliua, and reports 
that the interest in educational progress is 
reviving. At Knoxville, Tenn., he found 
two State Normal [nstitutes in session, one 
for colored teachers, presided over by a col- 
ored man, and the other for white teachers. 
Both werd largely attended, and the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction was 
aiding both. He also addressed the citizens 
in general, and had a large audience, and was 
called upon by many of the leading people, 
who conferred with him upon educational 
matters. In South Carolina he had similar 
experiences, and visited several white and 
colored Normal Institutes, which promised 
excellent results. The general estimate 
which he formed of educational prospects 
in the South was an encouraging one. He 
recognized a great growth of sentiment in 
favor of universal education, and more cour- 
age and aggressiveness on the part of the 


friends of education. Many of the text- 


books are inferior, many school-houses are 
not fit to be occupied, and in many places 
there is a disregard of health, and some- 
times a total lack of educational appliances; 
but, said he, Progressive men and good 
teachers are everywhere doing their utmost 
to remedy these evils, and the public senti- 
ment is steadily coming to their support.” 
This is encouraging news, for- universal edu- 


cation, with its corresponding blessings of 


universal] information and a higher standard 
of political honesty and public virtue, is one 
of the fundamental conditions of Southern 
prosperity.

It is a curious 
circumstance that the same phenomenon was 
observed in exehanges for the second week 
in August last year, so that the remarks made 
Aug. 19, 1880, apply equally well to-day—viz. : 
“The exchanges for the second week in 
August are surprising only in the slimness of 
transactions in this city. Not for a 
long time have exchanges here been 
as small as last week. The other 
reports show a continuance of healthy 
business. All the larger cities gain in ex- 
changes more than the average advance in 
prices.“ The exchanges have not been as 
small at any other time since September as 
they were last week. Meanwhile Baltimore 
is the only considerable city Which does not 
show an increase of exchangss greater than 
the average advance in prices, and the busi- 
ness of that city appears to have been dimin- 
ishing for some weeks past.

Harvesting in Mary Localities Com- 
pleted—Varying Reports as to the 


Wield.

Sr. PAL., Minn., Aug. 17.—The following 
crop dispatches were received by the Pioneer- 
Press to-day: 

Detroit.—Harvesting in this vicinity is 
about cofnpleted. The weather during the 
past couple of weeks has been very favor- 
able, and grain is stacked in the very 
best condition. Wheat in this section 
will grade better than last year, 
and will yield about twenty-four bushels per 
acre. Oats and barley yield well and are of 
good quality. Potatoes and garden produce 
will be plentiful. Considerable grain has 
already been thrashed. 

Henderson—Harvesting is finished in this 
vicinity. Wheat is about one-half a crop.

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THE POLAR REGIONS. 


Capt. Hooper’s Search for the Missing 
Whalers Successful—Belics of the III- 
Fated Vessels Becovered from the 
Natives— The Corwin to Continue Its 
Search for the Lost Jeannette. 

San Francisco, Aug. 15.—The Alaska 

Commercial Company’s steamer St. Paul ar- 

rived this morning, and brings the following 


intelligence: 

Capt. Hooper, of the revenue cutter Cor- 
win, received intelligence of the discovery 
of wrecked whalers by Indians May 20, and 
at once sent out a sledge party under Lieut. 
Herring to investigate it. It landed on 
Kaluchmin Island June 2 and made 
its way over the ice westward to the 
mouth of the Waukerem River, about 100 
miles from Cape Serdze, where it fell in with 
a party of natives, in whose possession were 
found articles taken from a wreck. Corwin’s 
party also saw and talked with natives who 
had boarded the wreck, and exhibited two 
piles of articles, which they said they 
had taken from her, they consisted 

rincipally of carpenter’s tools, _ ete. 

‘he following articles were recovered and 
have been brought to San Francisco to be 
forwarded to the United States Treasury De- 
partment. One whaling iron, marked B. K.; 

ssibly the initials of the owners of. the 

igilant, with five dots, supposed to mean 
boat five. One pair of silver bowed specta- 
cles and case, one pair of marine ey 
and a knife marked V. on the handle. 
The natives said the wrecked vessel 
carried a pair of reindeer horns on 
the end of her jibboom. The 
Vigilant is known to have carried such an 
ornament, and is said to be the only one in 
the whaling fleet having such, which leads 
to the conclusion that the wreck was of that 
vessel. Her cabin was full of water, her 
masts gone, and four dead bodies found in 
her; one of them in a berth, the others on 
the flour. The natives said that the dead 
men looked as if they had deen 
deat for many moons; the 
skin of their faces was withered and drawn 
tight. From this description it was sur- 
mised that the vessel was wrecked as far 
back as the winter of 1879-’80,—the first win- 
ter out. The wreck subsequently drifted 
out to sea, and was lost sight of. he sledge 
party being unable to go farther westward 
on account of the melting of the snow — 
ceeded to Cape Serdze, and were pic ed 
up by the Corwin June 2. They traveled 
in all 130 or 140 miles. The cutter had her 
rudder carried away by ice on June 1, but 
repaired itin St. Lawrence Bay with mate- 
rials obtained from the wreck of an old 
— . smuggler ashore there. Later she 
made round, landing on this island, and sent 
parties ashore to visit the scene of the de- 
structive famine of 1878 and 1879 
in the Indian village. Few — 
were discovered, dead bodies Still 
nz about in numbers.

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Discoveries Recently Made im Ragsia— 
The Volcane Still on Fire. 
Berlin Letter to the London Times. 

My Russian friend. favors me with the fol- 
lowing interesting particulars: “During the 
last few days the usual dullness of the sum- 
mer season has been again enlivened by sev- 
eral discoveries of revolutionary activity, 
pointing to another plot against the life of 
the Czar. One discovery has led to another, 
and to the arrest of a large number of persons, 
as well as to the expulsion of students and 
others from St. Petersburg. About a week 
ago a former revolutionist named Prim, who 
had been induced to enter the Secret Police 
and betray his companions. was assasinated 
in the cemetery of Smolensk, on the out- 
skirts of the capital.

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LEO HARTMANN. 
The Russian Nihilist Pays Chi- 
cago a Week’s Visit. 


An Interview with Him Just Prior 
to His Leaving for Detroit. 


His Opinion of the American Republic 
—Eternal Hostility to Despots. 


His Travels Around the Oountry—He Fears 
that Russian Spies Pursue Him. 


Leo Hartmann, the famous Russian Ni- 
hilist, has been in thecity for some time past, 
and last evening a TRIBUNE reporter saw 
him and had a brief taik with him, just be- 
fore his departure for Detroit, Mich., he in- 
tending by this morning to be again upon 
Canadian soil. Hartmann arrived in the 
city Wednesday morning last, by way of the 
Grand Trunk Railroad, and stopped in Chi- 
cago just one week. He kept his movements 
very secret, and only three Socialists in the 
city knew of his presence here. He left 
at 9:100’clock last evening, via the Michigan 
Central Railroad. Tux TRIBUNE representa- 
tive met him last evening, while on his way 
to the railway station, in company with a 
well-known Socialist. Hartmann denied his 
identity at first, and insisted that he was a 
Spanish Socialist, and that he had no connec- . 
tion whatever with Russian Nihilism. How- 
ever, the reporter proving to tiartmaun's sat- 
isfaction that he was identified as the origi- 
nal, Hartmann found denial no longer neces- 
sary, and admitted his identity. 

TO LOOK AT HIM 
one would neither take him fora Revolu- 
tionist or a dynamite fiend. He is quite 
slender and small of stature, not being over 
five feet five inches high. He has a pecu- 
liarly bright and restless dark eye, and is 
exceedingly mild mannered. His nose is 
rather aquiline, while his lips are com- 
pressed and his general features show a 
deep deter mination of character. His beard, 
mustache, and hair are cut close, and he 
dresses in rather ordinary dark attire, but 
his dress is by no means ill-fitting or mis- 
shaped, and he shows that he is a cultivated 
and intelligent gentleman.

IMMIGRATION STATISTICS.

Toronto, Aug. 17.—A statement showing 
the number of immigrant arrivals in Ontario 
foreach of the seven months last past has 
been issued by the Department. The num- 
ber of arrivals during July via,the St. Law- 
rence were 2,139, to which may be added 133, 
the number via the United States in excess 
of the number going there, making a total of 
immigrants arriving in Ontario dur- 
ing that month of 2,272 The arrivals 
were largest in May, when they were 
5,839, June following with 3,758. Of the July 


arrivals 45 went to Quebec, 193 to Manitoba, 


and 2,031 remained in Ontario. Of those 
settled in Ontario 889 were English, 501 
Irish. 409 Scotch, 100 German, 19 Scandinay- 
ian, 1 Swiss, 105 American, and 7of other 
countries. Free meals to the number of 1,590 
were given during the month at the five 
different agencies, and the number of free 
2 were 343. The total arrivals via the 
st. Lawrence for the seven months amennted 
to 13,942, against 15,354 for the same period 
last year; 202 went to the Province of Que- 
bec compared with 129 last year; 1,187 went 
to Manitoba, and 1,546 in 1880; 12,065 re- 
mained in Ontario, against 12,082 last year, a 
singular coincidence of numbers. In nation- 
alities, the English, as usual, lead with 4,777, 
against 4,752 in 1880; the Irish following with 
5,205, in 1880, 2,867; Scotch 2,225, against 2,182 
last year.

A NEW SECT. 
Special Dispatch to The Citcago Tribune 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Aug. 17.—A New York 
telegram of yesterday gave some account of 
a sensation in a Newark (N. J.) church 
caused by the distribution of a tract entitied 
Food for Thinking Christians—Why Evil 
was Permitted, and Kindred Topies.” The 
author of the tract is Mr. Charles T. Russell, 
of this city. It is one of a series that has 
been issued by the Zion’s Watchtower Tract 
Society of Pittsburg, of which one of our 
prominent iron manufacturers is President 
and Mr. Russell Secretary and Treasurer. Mr. 
Russell says the Society Has no branches, but 
has agents East and West. Money is raised by 
voluntary contributions. They proceed, he 
says, as nearly as possible upon business 
methods. Where there is a district messen- 
ger service they employ them to do the work 
under proper directions. Messengers are 
instructed to be ready at the close of church 
service on the Sabbath to quietly hand a 
copy of one of the Society’s publications to 
each person passing out. The trouble at 
Newark arose from the person in charge 
leaving the pamphlets at the church witha 
request that they be distributed. He says 
they do not expect any assistance of this kind 
from the churches. The Society publishes 
a paper here calied Zion’s atchtower. 
Some of their printing is done in Columbus, 
O., Lockport, N. V., Philadelphia, and New 
York. Mr. Russell says they are not a 
church: that they have nocreed, and only 
desire to promote the reading and study of 
the scriptures. He has tetters from every 
part of the country asking for the publica- 
tions of the Society. Thirty thousand copies

How They Are Treated at Watering- 
Places — Lessing’s “Nathan the 
Wise.” 

Eisenach Letter to Pall Mall Gazette (London). 

In a former letter 1 alluded to the great 
sociability witnessed at Thuringian water- 
ing-places and forest resorts, all the assem- 
bled guests fraternizing in a manner very 
agreeable to contemplate. I am sorry 
to have to dwell on one painful exception 
to this rule, and to note a phase of Ger- 
man life ill becoming one of the best educat- 
ed sections of the human race. The Jews, 
no matter what their position, are never in- 
cluded in what our German neighbors call 
reisebekanntschaft—traveling acq uaintance. 

Wherever you go you find the Jews apart; 

their children do not join in the games of 

the others in hotel gardens; they sit at table 
together, and, while the other assembled 
guests w smile at each other, 
and immediately begin a conver- 
sation, no notice whatever is taken 
of the Jews.

BANKRUPTCY. 


A NEW BILL BY MR. C. C. BONNEY. 

Ever since the repeal of the Bankrupt law 
there has been a feeling in some quarters that, 
while the country was well rid of the obnoxious 
features of the old law, there was room for a 
new one which, discarding those objectionabie 
features, would provide a means of relief for 
people honestly failing in business and desiring 
to commence over again. Mr. C. C. Bonney, the 
well-known lawyer of this city, has incorpor- 
ated his views on the subject in the formof a 
bili, which he regards as a great improvement 
over the old law, covering, as it does, in a few 
lines of type what was formerly spread 
over almost as many pages. The bill has 
been submitted to a number of prominent law- 

ers, including United States Senator David 

vis, of Illinois, who, with others, has warmly 
indorsed its provisions. It will probably be in- 
troduced at the forthcoming session of Con- 
gress, and is as follows: 
THE BILL. 

Section 1. Be tt etc., That whenever 
any person, by accident and misfortune, with- 
out any fraud, shall have become invoived in 
debts and liabilities beyond his means of pay- 
ment, he may apply by petition in equity to the 

United States for the Dis- 
trict in wnich he may reside, to surrender bis 
estate for the benefit of his creditors, except 80 
much as shall be exempt from execution or 
shali be allowed to im by the Court 
on any equitable ground, and thereupon the 
Court shall appoint a Keceiver of such estate, 
and cause reasonable notice, by service, mail, 
publication, or otherwise, to be given to all per- 
sons interested, and shail proceed to marshal 
and distribute said estate among the creditors 
of the petitioner, accordi to the rules and 
practice of equity. And if it shall appear that 
such debts and liabilities were incurred without 
fraud, and that the inability of the debtor to 
mete payment has arisen from accident and 
misfortune, and without fraud, the Court shail 
grant him a discharge from all such debts and 
—— This act shall also apply to corpora- 

ons. 

Sec. 2. In case of insolvency, any creditor or 
creditors may file such a petition on behalf ofall 
persons interested, and thereupon the like pro- 
ceed shall be had as in case of a petition by 
the debtor. 

Suc. 3. The Court shall have power to grant 
extensions of time tor payment, and to reduce 
the amount of indebtedness pro rata for the 

urpose of allow the debtor to proceed with 

s business, if it shall seem best so to do. 

Su. 4. It shall be the duty of the Supreme 


Court to make such additional rules in equity, if

Charles Albert Cook. whose portrait appears above, is a son of Leonard Cook, and was 
born Friday, March 14, 1844, in Franklin Township, Licking County, Ohio, about three and 
one-half miles from Brownsville, and about twelve miles from Newark. He is the oldest 
child in a family of four children, consisting of three sons and one daughter. His father is 
a farmer, living at present about two miles west of Brownsville. After two ineffectual at- 
tempts to enlist, after the War broke out, on accountof his age, he became a member of 
Company C, Seventy-sixth O. V. I., Capt. L. P. Coman, Jan. 20, 1862, 

On the 9th of February the regiment was ordered from Newark direct to Fort Donelson. 
They arrived there on the 14th of February, and immediately entered battle. That night 
Cook slept on the bare, frozen ground, without covering or shelter whatever, and was fre- 
quently awakened during the bitter night by his ear filling with snow and water. The next 
day the Rebels surrendered, and over 15,000 prisoners were taken. After remaining in that 
locality two or three weeks, they went to Crump’s Landing, ten miles distant from Shiloh 
Church, and there they remained in camp till the battle of Shiloh. He served with the regi-

THE MONEY-ORDER SYSTEM. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

PAINESVILLE, A)., Aug. 16.—In your issue 
of Aug. 13 is the New Money-Order Plan“ 
for sending $5 orless by postal orders, with 
diagram of the proposed new orders. 

There are three popular objecuops to mon- 
ey-orders as now issued: 

l. The sender is required to fill out the 
„application.“ 

2. The payee is often at much trouble to 
identify himselt. | 

3. The payee is often unable to get pay be- 
cause the advice“ is not yet received. 

To compensate forall this it is claimed 
that the system affords absolute security. 

Dut now it is proposed to issue orders for 
$5 or less, payable to bearer,” and affording 
no more security than when bank bills or 
stamps are sentin the mail. And yet this 
new money-order will require— 

The issuing Postmaster to fill eight blanks, 
punch three holes, tear the order frum a 
book and stamp it, and each week report to 
Washington an account of every order thus 
issued, with all its details, taken from the 
Stubs in the book. 

Although payable to bearer, the payment 
must be receipted by bearer. 

The paying Postmaster must then put his 
stamp on it, credit himself withthe payment 
in a book made for the purpose, giving all 
the details of the order, and each week re- 
port a full copy of this book to Washington, 
accompanied with the orders thus paid. 

Finally an army of clerks must be kept at 
Washington to examine every order, to see 
if stamped, dated, etc., and to audit and foot 
up every item on all tu ese thousands of 
weekly reports. 

Now, inasmuell as this system is to afford 
no security to senders, instead of this cum- 
brous plan, why not furnish the New York 
Post-Office with. an ample supply of small 
postal orders, = et properly, postal notes, 


ull printed complete, of suitable form, size, 
and device, and jn amounts of 10, 20, 30, 40, 
50, 60, 70, 80, and 0 cents, FI, $2, 83. 34, and 
$5,—in all tourteen- different forms, with ho 
blanks to fill, exgept two places for attiach- 
ing the common postage stamps to the postal 
notes for less than $1. 

As the Post-Ghice now issues one, two, 
three, five, and ix cent postage-staumps, it 
will be seen gee or two of these notes, 
with one or tW® stamps attached, can be 
made to represent any amount from teu 
cents to $5.99. 

Let all these postal notes be payable at the 
New York VPost-Oftice, and reissuable, with 
or without stamps attached, and let the New 

‘ork Postmaster sell them at par to country 

*ostmasters and to everybody on demand. 

Let country Postmasters charge a fee of 
one centon every order sold, and the New 
York Postmaster receive a fee of one cent on 
every one paid, Dut nothing for selling or re- 
issuing. | 

All the 1 required by this system 
will be between the New York Post-Oflice 
only and the Post-Uflice Department, involv- 
ing precisely the same kind of settle ments as 
now required for pgstage-staimps and envel-

JEROME NAPOLEON BONAPARTE, 


BADEAU. 


A Striking and Bemarkable Feature 
of His Alleged History. 
Correspondence Cincinnati Gazette. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The contradic- 
tions in Badeau’s alleged history form one 
of its most remarkable features. His - 
umes are full of them. The first statement 
of a matter and its contradiction are som 
times separated by an entire volume. Gen- 
erally they are divided by at least a chapter, 
and on several occasions they appear in the 
same chapter. In several instances they are 


found facing each other on succeeding pages, 
and once, at least, they are brought together 
on the same half page. Considering the fact 
that Badeau was fifteen years writing, revis- 
ing, and perfecting his work, and in view of 
the further fact that all the official records 
wereat his disposal, these curious contradic- 
tions can scarcely be ex»lained upon an 
other theory than that their author — 
too generously in London club life. 

A good illustration of contradictions on 
opposit pages is afforded by what Badeau 
writes af Gen. Meade. On page 186, Volume 
II., the following quotation is given from a 
letier of Gen. Grant recommend pro- 
motion or Meade and Sherman: 

Gen.Meade has more than met my most sanguine 
ex He and Sherman are the fittest 
officers for large com I have.come in con- 
tact with. If their services can be rowarded by 
promotion to the rank of M neral in the 
regular army the honor would be worthily be- 
stowed and I would feei personally gratitied. I 
would not like to see one of these at 
this time without seeing the other. 

UPON THIS BADEAU REMARKS: 

In this estimate of Meade’s ability Grant 
never wavered, aithough soldiers and civilians 
of importance often sought t change his mind. 

On the next page Badeau, still writing of 
Meade, says: 

If Grant could communicate direct with his 
corps commanders it was believed that he might 
convey or infuse something of his own spirit 
and charucter, but the resuit of baving a middie- 
man was to make the whole organization 
wooden. Meade severed the nerve between the 
General in Chiet and the army. He was a non- 
conductor. 


Badeau, when writing this slur upon 
Meade, had within reach the following letter 
from Grant in regard to this officer, written 
after the requested promotion had been 
made, and after the campaigu had ended: 

Gen. Meade was appointed at my solicita- 
tion, atter a campaign the most protracted, and 
covering more severely—contested battles than 
any of which we have aceount in history. I have 
been with Gen. Meade durmg the whole cam- 
paigu, and not only made the recommendation 


upon a conviction that this recognition of his 


services was fully won, but that he was emi- 
nently qualified for the command sucha rank 
would entitle him to. Gen. Meade is one of our 
truest men and abiest oilicers. He has been 
constantly with that army confront the 
strongest, best appointed, and most confident 
army in the South. He, therefore, has not had 
the same opportunity of winning laurels so dis- 
tinctly marked as has fallen to the lot of other 
Generals, but I defy any man to name a com- 
mander who would do more than he bas done 
with the same chances, 

An illustration of contradictions upon an 
important matter on the same half page is 
found in the first volume, while describing 
the movement of Gen. Sherman against the 
north end ot Missionary Ridge. As Badeau 
says, the orders to Sherman were “to secure 
the hights (Missionary Ridge): from the 
northern extremity to about the railroad 
tunnel, before the enemy could concentrate 
against him.” In describing the movement, 
on page 495, he says: 

Sherman soon gained the foothills, his skir- 
mishers pushed on up the face of the hill, fol- 
lowed by their supporters, and by half-past 3 p. 
m. the desired point was reached without loss. 
A brigade of each division was pushed up 
rapidly to the top of the hill, and the enemy for 
the first time seemed aware of the movement. 
He opentd with artillery, but too late, tor Sher- 
man was already in posseseion—that is, of the 


desired point.” 


Three sentences below, on the same page, 
Badeau says: 

He had possession of two high points, with a 
deep depression immediately in bis front be- 
tween him and the hill over the tunnel, which 
was his chief objective point. Until now he 
had supposed that Missionary Ridge was a con- 
tinuous bill, but this aperture intervening was 
sure to cost bim dear to cross. 

As a matter of fact, While Sharman’s troops 
fought long and splendidly, his command 
did not reach the “desired point” at any 
time during the battle. It was abandoned by 
the enemy in consequence of the storming of 
Missionary Ridge and its capture by the 
Army of the Cumberland. H. V. A
